HEN 600 prisoners — mostly 
life convicts and long-term |

Frustrated in an attempt to rush 
the prison gate, the 600 prisoners 
fired the factory, where they burned 
the Deputy Superintendent and 
carding master alive. The jail staff 
had to fire in self-defence to prevent 
the prisoners escaping. 

Curfew last night ended a day of. 
riots which broke out in Bombay 
following demonstrations marking 
.the first month of Mr. Gandhi's de- 
tention, says Reuter. More than 550 
people, including 156 women, were 
arrested. Police charged a crowd 
attempting to hold a meeting on the 
Chaupathi sands, a favourite resort. 
Stone-throwing by the crowd com- 
pelled the police to open fire. Two 
ree were injured. 

e 156 women arrested were 
mainly students. There were also 
derhonstrations in Delhi, where 
troops, as well as police, were on 
patrol.. 

About sixty arrests were’ made in 
the North-West Frontier Province, 
in the Bannue district, as a result of 
the picketing of local schools, and 
fifty people, including seven women, 
were arrested in Wardha.

during the winter months.

From the gate- 
way at which the sergeant fell to 
his own house is a distance of about 
a hundred yards along a drive with 
a sharp bend in the middle, where 
‘the drive crosses a stream. 

It was at this bend that the first 
fusillade was fired. There are fields 
on each side,of the drive, and on the 
Ballyboden side, on which the gun- 
men were lying in wait, there is a 
‘clump of shrubbery and a group of 
trees. The easiest exit from this 
field is at the opposite end, about 
200 yards from the O’Brien’s drive, 
where there is an avenue with an 
unoccupied gate lodge leadin of to 
a very large mansion, Bolton Hall. 


FIRE OPENED 


Bo far as the story of the crime 
can’ be reconstructed from the 
observations of those near the scene 


and from other evidence, what 
happened vs this: Detective Ser- 
geant O’Bric left his own house 


about ten to ten. to drive in his 
small saloon car to Dublin Castle. 
The last person to speak to him was 
his father-in-law, Michael Cooney, a 
small, elderly man. The sergeant’s 
wife was in the house and 
his two daughters had gone to 
school at the St. Louis 
Nobody seems to have been on the 
road, but near the gate lodge of 
Bolton Hall four E.S.B, men were 
at work pruning the trees over- 
hanging the electric cables. Mr. 
Cooney and the detective sergeant 
had a short conversation about pre- 
paring a bed for sowing onions and 


and drove off down the drive. 

Just as he rounded the bend in the 
middle of the drive gunmen—thought 
to be two or three in number— 
opened fire from the field alongside. 
Those nearby heard first two single 
shots and then a burst of machine- 
gun fire. The first sign of their 
work was fn the glass of the 
shattered side windows of the car, 
which was scattered over the bridge 
at this part of the drive. The gun- 
men seemed to have been in the 
shelter of the group of trees, and 
would have been firing at: almost 
pomt blank range. Despite this, 
the officer seemed to have received 
little injury. He was able to steer 
the car into the side of the lane, 
‘open the door, jump out, draw his 
gun and run down the drive towards 
the gate, from which, possibly, he 
intended to go out on to the rofd, 
and from cover of the wall, which 
is only about four feet high, return 
the fire of the men in the field. 
He fired two shots, his 
own gun was found near 
him with two shots dischatged. 
It was at the gate that he received 
the wound which caused him to fall. 
Marks on the gate-post suggest that 
auother man -was lying in wait at 
the gate, and that it wae from this 
unexpected direction that the last 
shots came. : 


WIFE FINDS BODY 


Sergeant O’Brien’s wife and her 
father had heard the shooting. At 
first they paid little attention to it, 
as there are often people out-shoot- 
ing wood pigeons in this district. 
But the burst of ‘machine-gun fire 
was unmistakable. They ran down 
the drive. As they ran they saw 
three men making across the field 
towards the gate lodge of Bolton 
Hall. They were wearing trench 
.coate and caps. It was Sis wife 
who reached the dying, man first. 
She raised his head up in herarms and 
began saying the Act of Contrition 
to him, as there was still some ‘sign 
of life in him. Her father also 
came uP, rand, as the two knelt 
there, three men passed on cycles 
down the road coming from the 
direction ‘of the gate lodge.

WOUNDS ON BODY 


A description of the wounds from 
f which Sergeant Denis O’Brien died 
was given by the State Pathologist, 
Dr. John McGrath, when the Deputy 
County Coroner, Dr. J. J. Shade 
opened, and adjourned, the inquest 
at Londonbridge Road Morgue yester- 
day afternoon.
